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CONSTRUCTION OF CENTRE TO BEGIN NEXT FALL 


SHAREHOLDERS MEET 


At a special meeting of shareholders on August 13 
the shareholders voted 59 - 1 in favour of proceeding with 
construction as soon as possible. The architect, Dr. Minsos, 
said he would need two weeks to complete detailed plans; 
and allowing for two weeks to tender, construction should be 
underway by September 15. 


The first unit of construction will 
be the dark-colored portion in the 
accompanying sketch. It is esti¬ 
mated by the architect to cost 
$80,000.00. It will provide a social 
area for 300 people, together with 
spacious J lobby, kitchen, wash 
rooms, cloak-rooms, etc. The 
basement will remain unfinished, 
except for the wash rooms. 

The next phase in the project will 
likely be the completion of the 
basement area. 

Mr. Harold Markstrom presided 
over the meeting welcoming the 
shareholders and introducing the 
speakers. 

S. A. Sorenson gave a brief 
background of the Centre project 
and stated that he hoped that the 
shareholders would give enthusias¬ 
tic support to the directors and 


approval to proceed with construc¬ 
tion at once. 

S. J. Johnson, chairman of the 
planning committee, gave a report 
of his work and urged full co¬ 
operation in the days ahead. 

Dr. F. Minsos gave a compre¬ 
hensive description of the plans he 
had prepared for the meeting. 

Mr. Knud Holm-Pedersen pointed 
out the importance of an over-all 
development plan. It was quite 
obvious that the architect’s plan in 
this connection was not complete 
and that much more thought and 
planning still had to be done here. 

A delicious lunch was served by 
the staff of the Devlin Cafe. 
Shareholders went home happy in 
the thought “NOW, AT LAST, WE 
SHALL HAVE A CENTRE.”

The agreement of the seven 
countries of the European Free 
Trade Association to achieve free 
trade in nonfarm products at the 
end of 1966 was greeted with satis¬ 
faction in the Swedish press. EFTA 
has strengthened its positions, lead¬ 
ing newspapers observed, and this 
should help efforts towards more 
comprehensive free trade. Industrial' 
tariffs among the “Outer Seven” 
have already been cut by 50 per 
cent, and the new agreement, 
reached at Lisbon on May 10, means 
that the removal of such barriers 
will be achieved three years ahead 
of the original timetable. To win 
agreement on acceleration of the 
free-trade schedule, Sweden as well 
as Great. Britain had to make con¬ 
cessions to Denmark, Norway and 
Portugal. In the Swedish press 
these are regarded as reasonable. 
One of the leading Stockholm 
papers observed that the compen¬ 
sation offered Denmark in the 
agricultural field will not offset the 
disadvantages that may result from 
the European Common Market’s 
restrictions on food imports.

Norwegians and other Europeans 
are well known for their talents in 
the Arts. It has long been realized 
that physical training is a most 
important aspect in the develop¬ 
ment of a healthy body, as well as 
a hobby in leisure hours. Nations 
have come to realize in recent 
years that (the spirit and mind 
also need discipline; the enjoyment 
of things beautiful. 

UNESCO, the United Nations’ 
educational, scientific and cultural 
organization, is putting every effort 
into reviving and promoting the 
arts. These people who are seeking 
ways of peace and understanding 
throughout the world have decided 
that art in all its forms may serve 
in the solution. 

Art has important social func¬ 
tions. It can serve to express as 
no other medium can, the spirit of 
society, its ideas, its traditions and 
its hopes. Beauty can be found all 
over the world. All races of people 
have contributions to make. lit 
can create a national feeling of 
pride that is desirable, rather than 
emphasis on size or wealth of 
political or military power. A 
friendly rival in the things of the 
spirit instead of hostile competition 
for material gains. 

In the field of music UNESCO 
delegated responsibility for inter¬ 
national exchange and co-operation 
to the International Music Council 
set up in 1949. The council’s activi¬ 
ties have emphasized contemporary 
and folk music. Exchange of con¬ 
temporary music between Norway 
and the United States began in 
1956. Several symphony orchestras 
in the United States agreed to 
present the work of living Norwe¬ 
gian composers while the works 
of modem American composers 
were featured at Norwegian con¬ 
certs. In the field of literature the 
International P.E.N. Club, an asso¬ 
ciation of groups of writers founded 
shortly after World War I, encour¬ 
ages personal contact among writers 
of different countries. Its monthly 
bulletin, issued with UNESCO’s 
assistance, carries sketches of
